All tbe prisoners must attend divine ser- 
vice twice each Sunday. Each cnapel :s 
provided with a line organ. A goou library 
is provided for the me of tbe prisoner?. 
Not a single prisoner \vas in close canline- 
nient at the time of my visit, nor did a 
single one have iron-) on. The warden is 
appointed for life or during good behavior; 
and has the appointing of all his subordi- 
nates and is held responsible for their

Cont of Keeping the laume in 


California. 


The San Jose Mercury, discussing the 


facts adduced by George E. AYhitney of 
this city tD which are so largely due the 
apparent excessive proportion of insane 
patients in California, agrees with him 
that Governor Markham might with 
advantage 
institute an inquiry with 


a view 
to 
legislation designed 
to 


stop the practise of shifting from the 
counties to the State the burden of the 
••support of certain classes of patients 
which should properly be borne by the 
former.. There is no doubt a looseness 
of practice in this regard in the poorer 
counties, which by sending to the State 
asylums a certain proportion of their 
indigents who may have shown some 
harmless eccentricity, thro won the State 
;i load which they should properly carry. 


On the subject of the greater per cap- 


ita expense of the Stockton asylum pa- 
tients than of those of the Napa asylum 
Itobert Watt of this city calls attention 
to ttie fact that the report of the Napa 
,-ipylum for tho year 1887-88 shows that 
the per capita cost per day of each pa- 
tient waso!).L' cents, and that of Stockton 
for the year 1SS5-S6 shows a correspond- 
ing figure of 37.2 cents. 
On these fig- 


ures the balance is largely in favor of 
the Stockton asylum management a:id 
if this average was maintained for the. 
locade it is difficult to understand the 
census figures, which presumably were 
furnished by asylum authorities. It is 
true that the Stockton total is swelled by 
foo!),R21 expended on building during 
the decade, but even then the balance of 
*1,7S1 ,;>-)<> is gieater than the total of 
:hc Xapa expenditures on buildings and 
patients amounting to $l,(iUO,2G7 for the 
•lecinle. The Napa figures in the census 
report do not segregate the building 
expenditures, so that we have no means 
of making an accurate comparison, but 
ivheu ilis remembered that the number 
of patients treated in Stockton in the dec- 
ade was -J1M7, and that those cost con- 
siderably more than the 4SCC patients 
:reated at Napa it is difficult to avoid the 
inference that the management is ex- 
travagant if the figures arc correct. 


Attention has also been called to a 


paper read by Dr. Jtays as the report of 
the Committee on Mental Diseases made 
:o tiie State Medical Society in 1SS5, in 
which lie makes the optimistic state- 
ment that "insanity is on the decline in 
California." 
If the census figures are 


•rorrcct the number of insane patients 
treated in the Stale in the past decade 
was -ISfjCi and in the previous decade 
:.'39_, an increase of more than 100 per 
^ent, while the increase of population 
was but 47.44 per cent. 
Brit the really 


sr-artlmg fact appears from a comparison 


•>f the expenditures of the two decades. 
In toe psriod from 1870 to 1880 the total 
.-xpanditures were $528,648. and in the 
past ten years $4,48B,15l>. Thus in ten 
years wo have multiplied by eight the 
^oet of keeping and providing house 
room for the insane, and this without 
.•ouiiting the cost of the MendocLno and 
San Bernardino asylums and the Home 
tor the Feeble Minded.

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In a letter written by one John L. 


Sullivan to a newspaper man when first 
he went upon the stage, he announced 
that he had been "a professional man 
(pugilistic) (or the past twelve or thir 
teen years." This note indicates how 
those who have not the fear of Ilichard 
Grant White in their hearts have come 
to twist those Latin derivatives "pro- 
fession" and "professional." In another 
fifty years the true meaning may b<i lost 
altogether, and "professional" inuy be 
regarded as applying to people who are 
before tbe public in one way or another. 
Already the women who are in public 
life (and not on the stage) have stolen 
this good term which once indicated that 
one to whom it referred had learning in 
the law or theology or medicine, and 
made it a noun to classify (hose who 
never use the English word that desig- 
nates them, and theatrical people pitch 
the word into their argot without the 
slightest regard for etymology or defini- 
tion. So John L. Sullivan, who has been 
e. "professional" of one kind has become 
a "professional" of another kind, and on 
Monday and Tuesday evenintrs of next 
•week at the Oakland Theater will r*how 
the people of this city whether truly he 
does say "inudder" or "mother." The 
play in which he lias learned certain 
lines is, of course. Honest Ifrart'- and 
Willing If finds by Duncan B. Harrison, 
who is really a very fair actor and play- 
wright, 'lie W.-IB last seen here iu his 
play, The 1'aymaster. 


Tho letter in which Sullivan refers to 


himself as a professional (pugilistic) has a 
touch of delicious unconsciousness, uow- 
evfr, in referring to the "artistic suc- 
cess" ot certain "glovo exhibitions.

A Model New Tho»ter. 


Because of the interest here in the 


subject of a new theater the following 
description of a ne.w playhouse in Duluth 
is reprinted from the New York Mirror: 


The building is an imposing pile of red 


stone, buff brick and terra cotta, seven 
stories high and 125 feet by 140 feet on 
the ground. Beside the theatre portion 
it contains seven stores and 140 offices, 
it is 6reproof. The main entrance is 
through an arch thirty-live feet wide, 
whose side supports and voussoirs are 
symbolically carved. 


Mounting some steps one enters the | 


main lobby with white marble walls and 
floor. Solid copper doors open into the 
inner lobby, which is finished in Ten- 
nessee marble and onyx walls and floors. 
To the right is the ticket office and to the 
left a drinking fountain, both resplen- 
dent with onyx, glass and polished brass. 
The ceiling is a canopy of bronze, dull at 
the side*, but rising into a burnished 
golden sun at the center. Brass doors 
O]>en from this main lobby to the foyer; 
from the latter brazen Blairs lead to the 
cJ; tiss circle and balcony. The gallery is 
reached by an entrance and stairs apart 
from this portion of the house. 


The auditorium is divided somewhat 


after the European manner, the main 
floor being the parquet only, without 
subdivision. The dress circle occupies a 
balcony above, which will be the select 
portion of the house. Still over this is 
the balcony proper and yet higher is the

"region of the gods." The seating is ca- 
pucious; a house that could easily con- 
tain 2000 IB seated for only 1300. The 
s<-ate are of gray plush, spring seats and 
lucks, twenty-two inches between arms, 
and three feet from back to back, there- 
by allowing a late comer or early goer to 
p;isg without causing anyone to rise. 
Even the gods have chair eeata and arm 
rests. 


The general scheme of decoration is of 


East Indian design, carried out in deli- 
cute tints of ivory, cream, pale orange 
and gold. The draperies are of old-gold 
p.ush and silk. The lights are epft and 
but few in sight, nearly all being con- 
cealed behind cornices and discs and 
lighting by reflection only. Tho public 
have here all the accessories of a conti- 
nental theater, retiring rooms, cloak 
rooms and toilet paraphernalia. 


The stage is one of the finest in the 


country, forty-five feet deep, seventy-six 
feet wide, twenty-eight feet under tbe 
first fly gallery, forty-two feet between 
the flies, proscenium opening forty feet 
wide by forty feet high; double fly yal- 
lories, scene room, paint frame, in fact, 
everything required to make a complete 
stage. It is seventy-six feet from stage 
to loft, fourteen feet Irom stage to cellar, 
ttvo bridges full width, sinks full width, 
spring traps, vanishing buffer traps and 
twenty-five sets of scenery. 
All the in- 


teriors are fitted with flat ceilings, laced 
v/ings, practical fireplaces, doors, win- 
dows, etc. 


Ten elegant dressing rooms are on the 


Invel with the stage, and there are large 
chorus dressing rooms, carpenter shops, 
electric supply rooms, etc. 


The curtains deserve particular men- 


tion. 
They are the work of Thomas 


Moses of Sosman & Landis, Chicago. 
The asbestos drop is a continuation of 
t'.ie house, with a recessed arch, a pair 
o( handsome brass doors, a Turkish rug 
loosely thrown on the steps, the coloring 
being exactly the same tones aa in the 
house. The act drop ia a quiet scene 
near Benares, India, painted in subdued 
tones and growing out, as it were, of the 
proscenium arch.
